WASHINGTON (AP) — A 


compromise education and 
poverty appropriations bill — 
smaller than the one President 
Nixon vetoed but larger than he 
said he would accept — was 
approved today by the House 
Appropriations Committee.

the budget in the HEW ap- 
propriation.

Trial Deliberations Continue

CHICAGO (AP} — A federal 


jury goes into a third day of 
deliberations today on the fate of 
seven men charged with riot 
conspiracy but the defendants 
are already in jail and one of 
their lawyers has been sen- 
tenced to four years in prison for 
contempt. 


Judge Julius J. Hoffman of U. 


S. District Court finished fixing 
sentences on the defendants for 


contempt Sunday, then turned to 
lawyers William M. Kunstler, 
and Leonard I. Weinglass 


Kunstler, 50, of New York City 


was sentenced to 48 months and 
13 days on 24 counts of contempt. 
Weinglass, 36, of Newark, N. J., 
was sentenced to 20 months and 
5 days in prison on 14 counts. 


The judge characterized as 


"reprehensible conduct," the 
actions of the lawyers for the 
seven men charged with con- 
spiracy to incite rioting at the 
time of the 1968 Democratic 


National Convention. 


If convicted of conspiracy, 


each man faces a maximum 
sentence of 10 years in prison 
and a $20,000 fine. The judge 
denied motions to free the seven 
on bond pending appeal of the 
contempt charges. 


Weinglass 
told newsmen 


Sunday night that he was op- 
timistic because the jury had not 
reached a quick, verdict. 


"1 was very pessimistic at the 


beginning of the trial but I think 
that now that the jury has been 


out some time there is a 
reasonable likelihood of an 
acquittal or a hung jury," he 
said. 


The jury was locked up 


shortly after noon Saturday and 
the judge promptly began his 
contempt citations. 


He sent four defendants to jail 


Saturday and sentenced the

Bombers 
Audience Enjoys Fifth-Annual 


Attack 
Enemy 


SAIGON (AP) — More than 


400 American fighter-bombers 
attacked North Vietnamese 
troops, trucks and supply lines 
in eastern Laos Sunday in some 
of the heaviest air raids ever 
flown in Southeast As'a. 


One propeller-driven A1E 


Skyraider was shot down over 
the Plain of Jars and the 
American pilot was presumed 
killed, sources in Vientiane said. 


Sources in Saigon said the 


raids were a two-pronged aerial 
offensive against North Viet- 
namese forces. Some were in 
support of Laotian government 
forces on the Plain of Jars, 
which is under North Viet- 
namese attack. Other raids 
were against the Ho Chi Minn 
trail farther east to slow the 
movement of North Vietnamese 
troops and supplies into South 
Vietnam. 


The sources said the planes 


came from two 7th Fleet 
carriers in the Tonkin Gulf and 
half a dozen bases in Thailand 
and South Vietnam. Most were 
F4 Phantom and F105 Thun- 
derchief fighter-bombers, which 
carry 10,000 to 15,000 pounds of 
bombs. 


The Strategic Air Command's 


B52 bombers, which carry four 
to six times that bomb load, also 
pounded North Vietnamese 
supply depots in eastern Laos. 
Several B52 missions were 
reported along the border.

These various twists and turns 


in the academic careers of so 
many girls raise the questions: 
Should girls strive for higher 
education? Is it worth the cost 
and the effort? 


These questions were brought 


up for discussion at a meeting of 
high school girls, most of whom 
want to go to college. These girls 
were from middle class homes 
and about half of them will 
probably attend college. 


Although most of them wished 


to go to college only two of them 
had any definite goals — one to 
be a teacher, the other to be pre- 
med. It was apparent that the 
other girls were considering 
college because it was con- 
sidered "the thing to do." They 
want the social prestige of being 
a college girl or they want the 
hoopla and fun of college life. In 
this group the educational 
benefits were thought of as a 
vague sort of by-product — 
something which might come in 
handy at some future time, if 
needed. 


To obtain further views on the 


subject I talked: to two school 
counselors. Their reports were 
rather gloomy. It has been their 
experience that too many girls 
have no real interest in ad- 
vanced education, believing it 
will be of little personal benefit 
to them. The dedicated few, of 
course, have their goals and 
eagerly await college as a 
means to attain their goals. 


But most girls simply do not 


know what goals to select, say 
the counselors. What's more, 
they are not especially in- 
terested in guidance advice — 
and in these complex times 
when they need it more than 
ever before! 


Should girls strive for a higher 


education? It depends on the 
individual girl. Some girls 
should never attend college at 
all since they will only be 
wasting time and a lot of Dad's 
money. But the majority of girls 
can benefit tremendously from a 
college education. 


One of several good reasons is 


that in these times women must 
live two lives. When they finish 
school, they usually work until 
marriage and pregnancy ter- 
minate employment for a time. 
Then, for the next 15 or 20 years, 
they must fill their basic role in 
life of producing and raising the 
next generation. At about 35 or 
40 most women will return to 
jobs and cpntinue for a number 
of years. In both of these roles, 
mother or employed worker, a 
college education can be very 
beneficial.

These girls 
were from middle class homes 
and about half of them will 
probably attend college. 
Although most of them wished 
to go to college only two of them 
had any definite goals — one to 
be a teacher, the other to be pre- 
med. It was apparent that the 
other girls were considering 
college because it was con­ 
sidered “the thing to do.” They 
want the social prestige of being 
a college girl or they want the 
hoopla and fun of college life. In 
this group the educational 
benefits were thought of as a 
vague sort of by-product — 
something which might come in 
handy at some future time, if 
needed. 
To obtain further views on the 
subject I talked to two school 
counselors Their reports were 
rather gloomy. It has been their 
experience that too many girls 
have no real interest in ad­ 
vanced education, believing it 
will be of little personal benefit 
to them The dedicated few, of 
course, have their goals and 
eagerly await college as a 
means to attain their goals. 
But most girls simply do not 
know what goals to select, say 
the counselors. What’s more, 
they are not especially 
in­ 
terested in guidance advice — 
and in these complex times 
when they need it more than 
ever before! 
Should girls strive for a higher 
education9 It depends on the 
individual girl. Some girls 
should never attend college at 
all since they will only be 
wasting time and a lot of Dad’s 
money. But the majority of girls 
can benefit tremendously from a 
college education 
One of several good reasons is 
that in these times women must 
live two lives. When they finish 
school, they usually work until 
marriage and pregnancy ter­ 
minate employment for a time. 
Then, for the next 15 or 20 years, 
they must fill their basic role in 
life of producing and raising the 
next generation. At about 35 or 
40 most women will return to 
jobs and opntinue for a number 
of years In both of these roles, 
mother or employed worker, a 
college education can be very 
beneficial.

The Mets, a ninth place team 


with little hitting and spotty 
fielding in 1968, reached 
a

then came from far off the pace 
to win the National League East 
by eight games over 
the 


faltering Chicago Cubs. 


Then they turned back the 


favored Atlanta Braves with 
solid hitting in a three-game 
pennant playoff, and with fine 
pitching, super fielding and 
timely hitting, they spotted the 
Baltimore Orioles, winners of 


106 games, the first game in the 
World Series, then bounded back 
to take four straight. 


The Houston Astros 
are 


reminding people that they 
should contend for the NL West 
even though they limped home 
fifth, 12 games behind Atlanta. 


The Astros had an 81-81 


record. That was great con- 
sidering their 4-20 April record. 
From May on the Astros, under 
Harry Walker, played .558 ball. 
Had they played that way all 
season they would have finished 
second, two percentage points 
ahead of the San Francisco 
Giants. 


The Braves and Giants will be 


tough again, and since Cin- 
cinnati and Los Angeles finished 
ahead of the Astros they, too, 
will be talking pennant as they 
visit various Florida bases for 
exhibition games. 


Contending for the NL East 


honors with the Mets will be the 
Cubs, St. Louis Cardinals and 
Pittsburgh Pirates. The Cubs 


and the Cardinals are r*va'nn- 
ing their outfields and the 
Pirates have to wonder if Bill 
Mazeroski and Gene Alley can 
make comebacks to form a 
needed double play 
com- 


bination. 


Maz played only 65 games at 


second last year while Alley was 
on short for only 25 games. The 
Pirates feel they are protected 
at those spots with Freddie 
Patek and rookie Dave Cash. 


Experts feel the Pirates have 


been too optimistic ever since 
they won the 1960 pennant and 
World Series.

FOR SALE — O. D. Jones has one sewing machine for sale, 


cheap. Phone 953 after 7 p.m. and ask for Mrs. Kelly who loves 
there. 


ON THURSDAY 


NOTICE — "I, O. D. Jones, have no sewing machine for sale. I 


smashed the damn thing. Don't call 953 as the telephone has been 
disconnected. I have not been carrying on with Mrs. Kelly. Until 
yesterday, she was my housekeeper, but she quit." 


Caughf Red-Faced 


The surfacing of four U. S. government agents from under thin 


cover as Vietnam war correspondents raises serious questions 
about attempted news management. 


Fortunately, the agents were so unsubtle as to show their 


identification cards as federal investigators to the accrediting 
officials who questioned their status as representatives of the 
"American University Press." 


But even though they knew it was in violation of Military 


Assistance Command in Vietnam (MACV) policy, higher echelon 
officials approved accreditation of these "spies" almost as if this 
weren't the first time. 


The U. S. Command in Saigon says those involved in the foul 


play have been "admonished," and assured newsmen that there 
had been no change in a policy prohibiting press accreditation to 
identified agents. A thorough review of all accredited correspon- 
dents is supposedly under way. 


More is needed than admonishments and assurances. If those 


running the Vietnam War want to control sources of information for 
security purposes, let them work in an openhanded way. 


But it is completely cynical to encourage — even subsidize — 


coverage of the Vietnam story and then spy on your own 
correspondents.

Congressmen always shut the 
doors and bar the press when 
they want to hide their activities 
from the folks back home. 
Members of the House Banking 
Committee, therefore, took 
pains last fall to keep their 
discussions of the banking lobby 
secret. 


They didn't want the voters to 


know how slavishly they had 
defended the banks whose 
earnings last year were the 
fattest in history. These record 
profits were squeezed out of the 
public, as interest rates soared 
in sudden great bursts like a 
multi-stage rocket. 


The banks are not as beloved 


by the voters, therefore, as by 
certain Congressmen who have 
accepted cut-rate loans, legal 
fees, campaign contributions 
and other financial 
benefits 


from bankers in return for 
legislative favors. Confidential 
loan records made available to 
this column, for example, reveal 
that 124 House members are in 
hock to the staid National Bank 
of Washington. They were able 
to borrow the money at 6% per 
cent interest at a time when all 
other borrowers are paying at 
least 8 per cent. 


It is scarcely surprising, 


therefore, that House Banking 
Chairman Wright Patman, D- 
Tex., ran into opposition when 
he tried to curb the influence of 
the banks on Capitol Hill. 
Looking every bit as benign as 
the bankers he battles, Patman 
ordered an investigation of the 
banking lobby. 


He was stopped cold by his 


own committee members who 
countermanded his orders to the 
staff investigators. Patman 
subsequently took his case to 
the public in a speech to the 
National Press Club. Then 
behind closed doors, he tried 
again to persuade his committee 
to authorize the investigation. 


BULLWHIP POWER 


This column has now obtained 


a copy of the secret transcript 
which illustrates bullwhip power 
of the banking lobby. As 
C o n g r e s s m a n 
a f t e r 


Congressman argued heatedly 
against a bank probe, they 
provided the best evidence that 
the banking lobby needs in- 
vestigation. 
The 
committee 
members 


pounced unmercifully upon their 
chairman for seeking an in- 
vestigation. 
They angrily 


demanded the specific evidence 
from him that they had blocked 
the staff from digging up. 


Rep. Bill Brock, R-Tenn., who 


owns stock in the Hamilton 
National Bank of Chattanooga 
and Nashville, led the attack. He 
rapped Patman for making "the 
kind of allegations he has made 
against what he calls the 
banking lobby 
but 
which 


directly imply wrongdoing on

"I think it is doggone well time 


that this committee acted to 
substantiate whatever charges 
have been made. And if there is 
no substantiation, I think an 
apology is due the entire com- 
mittee." 


The chairman, his benign 


smile unchanged, started to 
present his case but Rep. Garry 
Brown, R-Mich., interrupted. 


"Do you think you ought to be 


sworn if you are going to 
testify?" he demanded. The 
suggestion that a chairman be 
put under oath by his own 
committee was insulting, but 
Patman ignored it. 


"No," he said mildly, "I don't 


need to be sworn." 


Then he ticked off his reasons 


for seeking an investigation of 
the banking lobby. 


"The 
banking 
industry 


today," he said, "represents 
about $700 billion in assets which 
is multiplied by its vast powers 
to control the nation's credit. 
Regardless of one's feelings 
about this industry, its potential 
to influence public opinion and 
public decisions is obvious." 


STARTED DOWNSLIDE 


He claimed that high interest 


rates are feeding the fires of 
inflation like gasoline. The 
combination of tight credit and 
steep costs, he warned, had 
started the nation on the 
downslide to depression. It is 
imperative to counteract the 
influence of the bankers, he 
argued, and to reverse the 
government's tight money 
policy. 


To perpetuate their influence, 


Patman charged, the banks 
raise an annual $535 million 
kitty. 


"They have as much as $1 


million for every member of 
Congress," he said, "not for 
them personally but they have a 
fund every year that would be 
equal to this. I want lo make it 
plain that I am not impeaching a 
member of Congress on this, but 
they have over $535 million to 
spend." 


Rep. 
Tom Ashley, D-Ohio, 


whose 
former 
legislative 


assistant Kathleen Lucey is the 
sister of a bank lobbyist, 
snapped: "If you say that no 
banking legislation is passed 
other than as a result of the 
economic power of the banks, I 
say you are a liar." 


Patman described how the 


banking 
lobby 
had 
been 


snooping into the private lives of 
Congressmen. He had been 
furnished 
a 
copy 
of 
a 


questionnaire, 
he 
said, 


"distributed by a banking 
organization and designed to 
gather the most intimate details 
of a Congressman's private life. 
The questionnaire seeks in- 
formation on the Congressman's 
drinking habits. It inquires as to 
whether he is a 'customer' of a 
bank . . . It asks about his 
family."

INDEPENDENT 


Professor Milton Friedman is probably best known for his 


maxim that whenever a government gets into the act, it usually 
screws things up. He has a list of examples almost infinitely long. 
The social security that ends up helping the better off more than the 
worse off. The minimum wage law that ends up forcing the lowest 
paid workers into unemployment. The federal housing programs 
that put poor families in the street, and on and on. 


Here is another example. 
About ten years ago a group of enterprising businessmen met in 


Indianapolis (no, not to found the John Birch Society) to meditate 
the problem so many Americans going to college now face: how to 
get that extra little bit of money that can make the difference 
between staying in college, and having to leave college. They drew 
up a plan, and the United Student Aid Funds, Inc., was founded. 


The idea was to achieve a tripartite arrangement between a 


student, his local bank, and the college. It worked as follows: a 
college would deposit one one thousand dollars (or more) with the 
United Student Aid Funds. In turn, the USAF would guarantee 
twelve thousand five hundred dollars' worth (or proportionately 
larger sum) of student loans. Thus the college would call in its 
poorest students, tell them the name of the subscriber bank nearest 
to where they lived, and induce said banks to lend money at a lower 
interest rate than the commercial rate, in return for a guarantee 
that the bank would be repaid, said guarantee being made by the 
USAFwhich pledged to keep a reserve (eight per cent) in cash or 
marketable securities. 


After graduation, students begin to repay the money they owe, in 


monthly payments, with simple interest. Before long the program 
began to swing. Ten-thousand banks, responding to the inherent 
cogency of the idea, and driven by the administrative talents of 
USAF's president, Allan D. Marshall, former officer of General 
Dynamics, subscribed. The rate of deadbeats was never high 
enough to endanger the stability of the program, and by last year, 
an extraordinary total of two hundred and fifty million dollars in 
student credit had been made available to over 150,000 students. 


Along came Uncle Sam with its great big club foot. The Higher 


Education Act of 1965 was passed, and provided for guaranteed 
loans to students who didn't get aid from the USAF. However, the 
government's guaranteed loan provisions were in every respect 
more attractive to everybody, for the simple reason that they 
eliminated everyone's sacrifice. The student — who didn't need to 
prove he needed the loan — was not asked to pay any interest 
whatever for the period he spent in college or in the military. The 
banks were authorized to go ahead and charge a substantially 
higher interest rate, and in addition received an interest subsidy. 
And the colleges were told they needn't put up any of the seed 
money. 


The result — as would have been predicted by anyone since 


Gresham — was to turn the banks, the colleges, and the students 


£ over to the new program, for the most obvious reasons. Indeed, a 
•;; member of the Congressional Committee, surveying the wreckage 
i brought on by the 1965 Act, observed, after listening to testimony 
5 describing the government program, "I would like to say .. I think 
I any kid that does not apply for such a guaranteed loan is not smart 
• enough to be in college " 


Yes, the Act also eliminated the needs test for any student whose 


parents have an income of less than fifteen thousand dollars per 
year, causing students of middle class families suddenly to realize 
that there was available to them, whether they needed it or not, a 
nice pool of interest-free money. Everyone is catching on, including 
the participating states. so much so that by the end of last year, two 
and one quarter billion dollars of guaranteed loans were out- 
standing. Mr. Marshal] estimated in his testimony that if only one 
third of the student population goes on to borrow one thousand 
dollars per year over the next four years, there will be, towards the 
end of the decade, $23 billion in outstanding loans, or about one 
quarter of the total consumer credit. Annual interest cost to the 
taxpayer: over one billion dollars. 


Very simple reforms by Congress could put the program back 


where a few civic-minded and ingenious men had it only a few 
years ago. It is of considerable symbolic significance that this 
should be done under a Nixon Administration pledged to revive the 
fountains of social energy whose energy distinguishes the free from 
the statis society.

A heavy meal will draw ad- 


ditional blood to the stomach. 
Walking against the wind in 
extreme cold will draw blood 
to the lungs. Walking rapidly 
draws more blood to the mus- 
cles of the feet. All of these 
and other activities may sap a 
small amount of blood from 
the h e a r t and produce the 
symptoms you describe. 


The wintertime is not any 


more dangerous. It simply is 
a period to be respected be- 
cause the cold may impose an 
additional burden on the heart. 
There now are a number of 
excellent battery heated masks 
which, when worn over the 
mouth and the nose, can re- 
duce the strain caused by cold 
winds.

ease - producing germs in the 
mouth ?

Dear Miss R.: 
If a culture were taken of 


the mouth of every human be- 
ing in perfectly normal health, 
« wide variety of germs would 
b* found. Some would be ca- 


pable of producing severe in- 
fections, others would be in- 
nocuous. There would also be 
fungi of many kinds. All of 
these germs live in harmony 
and do not cause trouble until 
the body resistance is mark- 
edly lowered or a new germ 
is introduced. Then some of 
t h e s e germs may increase 
their activity and produce in- 
fection. 


The fungus that is normally 


found in the mouth is kept in 
control by the bacteria that is 
present. It might be interest- 
ing to know that when anti- 
biotics are used in candy loz- 
enges, the bacteria-fungus bal- 
ance is changed and often a 
diffuse fungus infection occurs. 
This sometimes h a p p e n s in 
particularly sensitive people 
when antibiotics are taken— 
the effect showing in the In- 
testinal tract and in the va- 
ginal tract. The wonders of 
antibiotics are great, but they 
must not be promiscuously 
overused.

Some Borrowed Philosophy 


A recent issue of the Woodland Daily Democrat included an 
editorial page column which we commend to our readers and are 
reproducing in full: 


Faye J. McCollum, founder, editor, publisher, printer’s devil 
and janitor for the Coalinga Record for years until he sold his 
newspaper, continues to write one of the wittiest columns in the 
west — even though he is 87 years old and is confined to a rest 
home. 
We received a clipping of one of his “Fifth Street Philosopher’’ 
columns from the Coalinga Record the other day and it hit the spot 
as far as we were concerned.

O. D. Jones has informed us that he received several annoying 
telephone calls because of the error we made in his classified ad 
yesterday. His ad stands corrected as follows: 


FOR SALE — O. D. Jones has one sewing machine for sale, 
cheap. Phone 953 after 7 p.m. and ask for Mrs. Kelly who loves 
there. 


ON THURSDAY 
NOTICE — “I, O. D. Jones, have no sewing machine for sale. I 
smashed the damn thing. Don’t call 953 as the telephone has been 
disconnected. I have not been carrying on with Mrs. Kelly. Until 
yesterday, she was my housekeeper, but she quit.” 


Caught Red-Faced 


The surfacing of four U. S. government agents from under chin 
cover as Vietnam war correspondents raises serious questions 
about attempted news management. 


Fortunately, the agents were so unsubtle as to show their 
identification cards as federal investigators to the accrediting 
officials who questioned their status as representatives of the 
“American University Press.” 


But even though they knew it was in violation of Military 
Assistance Command in Vietnam (MACV) policy, higher echelon 
officials approved accreditation of these “spies’’ almost as if this 
weren’t the first time. 


The U. S. Command in Saigon says those involved in the foul 
play have been “admonished,” and assured newsmen that there 
had been no change in a policy prohibiting press accreditation to 
identified agents. A thorough review of all accredited correspon­ 
dents is supposedly under way. 


More is needed than admonishments and assurances. If those 
running the Vietnam War want to control sources of information for 
security purposes, let them work in an openhanded way. 


But it is completely cynical to encourage — even subsidize — 
coverage of the Vietnam story and then spy on your own 
correspondents.

Congressmen always shut the 
doors and bar the press when 
they want to hide their activities 
from the foiks back home. 
Members of the House Banking 
Committee, therefore, took 
pains last fall to keep their 
discussions of the banking lobby 
secret. 
They didn’t want the voters to 
know how slavishly they had 
defended the banks whose 
earnings last year were the 
fattest in history. These record 
profits were squeezed out of the 
public, as interest rates soared 
in sudden great bursts like a 
multi-stage rocket. 
The banks are not as beloved 
by the voters, therefore, as by 
certain Congressmen who have 
accepted cut-rate loans, legal 
fees, campaign contributions 
and other financial benefits 
from bankers in return for 
legislative favors. Confidential 
loan records made available to 
this column, for example, reveal 
that 124 House members are in 
hock to the staid National Bank 
of Washington. They were able 
to borrow the money at 6Vfe per 
cent interest at a time when all 
other borrowers are paying at 
least 8 per cent. 
It is scarcely surprising, 
therefore, that House Banking 
Chairman Wright Patman, D- 
Tex., ran into opposition when 
he tried to curb the influence of 
the banks on Capitol Hill. 
Looking every bit as benign as 
the bankers he battles, Patman 
ordered an investigation of the 
banking lobby. 
He was stopped cold by his 
own committee members who 
countermanded his orders to the 
staff investigators. Patman 
subsequently took his case to 
the public in a speech to the 
National Press Club. Then 
behind closed doors, he tried 
again to persuade his committee 
to authorize the investigation. 


BULLWHIP POWER 
This column has now obtained 
a copy of the secret transcript 
which illustrates bullwhip power 
of the banking lobby. As 
C o n g r e s s m a n 
a f t e r 
Congressman argued heatedly 
against a bank probe, they 
provided the best evidence that 
the banking lobby needs in­ 
vestigation. 
The 
com m ittee 
members 
pounced unmercifully upon their 
chairman for seeking an in­ 
vestigation. 
They 
angrily 
demanded the specific evidence 
from him that they had blocked 
the staff from digging up. 
Rep. Bill Brock, R-Tenn., who 
owns stock in the Hamilton 
National Bank of Chattanooga 
and Nashville, led the attack. He 
rapped Patman for making “the 
kind of allegations he has made 
against what he calls the 
banking lobby but which 
directly imply wrongdoing on 


the part of members of this 
committee. . . 
“I think it is doggone well time 
that this committee acted to 
substantiate whatever charges 
have been made. And if there is 
no substantiation, I think an 
apology is due the entire com­ 
mittee.” 
The chairman, his benign 
smile unchanged, started to 
present his case but Rep. Garry 
Brown, R-Mich., interrupted. 
“Do you think you ought to be 
sworn if you are going to 
testify?” he demanded The 
suggestion that a chairman be 
put under oath by his own 
committee was insulting, but 
Patman ignored it. 
“No,” he said mildly, "I don’t 
need to be sworn.” 
Then he ticked off his reasons 
for seeking an investigation of 
the banking lobby. 
“ The 
banking 
industry 
today,” he said, “represents 
about $700 billion in assets which 
is multiplied by its vast powers 
to control the nation’s credit. 
Regardless of one’s feelings 
about this industry, its potential 
to influence public opinion and 
public decisions is obvious.” 


STARTED DOWNSLIDE 
He claimed that high interest 
rates are feeding the fires of 
inflation like gasoline. The 
combination of tight credit and 
steep costs, he warned, had 
started the nation on the 
downslide to depression. It is 
imperative to counteract the 
influence of the bankers, he 
argued, and to reverse the 
governm ent’s tight money 
policy. 
To perpetuate their influence, 
Patman charged, the banks 
raise an annual $535 million 
kitty. 
“They have as much as $1 
million for every member of 
Congress,” he said, “not for 
them personally but they have a 
fund every year that would be 
equal to this. I want vO make it 
plain that I am not impeaching a 
member of Congress on this, but 
they have over $535 million to 
spend.” 
Rep. Tom Ashley, D-Ohio, 
whose 
former 
legislative 
assistant Kathleen Lucey is the 
sister of a bank lobbyist, 
snapped: “If you say that no 
banking legislation is passed 
other than as a result of the 
economic power of the banks, I 
say you are a liar.” 
Patman described how the 
banking 
lobby 
had 
been 
snooping into the private lives of 
Congressmen. He had been 
furnished 
a 
copy 
of 
a 
questionnaire, 
he 
said, 
“ distributed by a banking 
organization and designed to 
gather the most intimate details 
erf a Congressman’s private life. 
The questionnaire seeks in­ 
formation on the Congressman’s 
drinking habits. It inquires as to 
whether he is a ‘customer’ of a 
bank . . . 
It asks about his 
family.”

Professor Milton Friedman is probably best known for his 
maxim that whenever a government gets into the act, it usually 
screws things up. He has a list of examples almost infinitely long. 
The social security that ends up helping the better off more than the 
worse off. The minimum wage law that ends up forcing the lowest 
paid workers into unemployment. The federal housing programs 
that put poor families in the street, and on and on. 
Here is another example. 
About ten years ago a group of enterprising businessmen met in 
Indianapolis (no, not to found the John Birch Society) to meditate 
the problem so many Americans going to college now face: how to 
get that extra little bit of money that can make the difference 
between staying in college, and having to leave college. They drew 
up a plan, and the United Student Aid Funds, Inc., was founded. 
The idea was to achieve a tripartite arrangement between a 
student, his local bank, and the college. It worked as follows: a 
college would deposit one one thousand dollars (or more) with the 
United Student Aid Funds. In turn, the USAF would guarantee 
twelve thousand five hundred dollars’ worth (or proportionately 
larger sum) of student loans. Thus the college would call in its 
poorest students, tell them the name of the subscriber bank nearest 
to where they lived, and induce said banks to lend money at a lower 
interest rate than the commercial rate, in return for a guarantee 
that the bank would be repaid, said guarantee being made by the 
USAF which pledged to keep a reserve (eight per cent) in cash or 
marketable securities. 
After graduation, students begin to repay the money they owe, in 
monthly payments, with simple interest. Before long the program 
began to swing Ten thousand banks, responding to the inherent 
cogency of the idea, and driven by the administrative talents of 
USAF's president. Allan D. Marshall, former officer of General 
Dynamics, subscribed. The rate of deadbeats was never high 
enough to endanger the stability of the program, and by last year, 
an extraordinary total of two hundred and fifty million dollars in 
student credit had been made available to over 150,000 students. 
Along came Uncle Sam with its great big club foot. The Higher 
Education Act of 1965 was passed, and provided for guaranteed 
loans to students who didn’t get aid from the USAF. However, the 
government’s guaranteed loan provisions were in every respect 
more attractive to everybody, for the simple reason that they 
eliminated everyone’s sacrifice. The student — who didn’t need to 
prove he needed the loan — was not asked to pay any interest 
whatever for the period he spent in college or in the military The 
banks were authorized to go ahead and charge a substantially 
higher interest rate, and in addition received an interest subsidy. 
And the colleges were told they needn’t put up any of the seed 
money. 
The result — as would have been predicted by anyone since 
Gresham — was to turn the banks, the colleges, and the students 
^ # over to the new program, for the most obvious reasons. Indeed, a 
| member of the Congressional Committee, surveying the wreckage 
If brought on by the 1965 Act, observed, after listening to testimony 
§ describing the government program, “I would like to say ... I think 
I any kid that does not apply for such a guaranteed loan is not smart 
** enough to be in college.” 
Yes, the Act also eliminated the needs test for any student whose 
parents have an income of less than fifteen thousand dollars per 
year, causing students of middle class families suddenly to realize 
that there was available to them, whether they needed it or not, a 
nice pool of interest-free money. Everyone is catching on, including 
the participating states: so much so that by the end of last year, two 
and one quarter billion dollars of guaranteed loans were out­ 
standing. Mr. Marshall estimated in his testimony that if only one 
third of the student population goes on to borrow one thousand 
dollars per year over the next four years, there will be, towards the 
end of the decade. $23 billion in outstanding loans, or about one 
quarter of the total consumer credit. Annual interest cost to the 
taxpayer: over one billion dollars. 
Very simple reforms by Congress could put the program back 
where a few civic-minded and ingenious men had it only a few 
years ago. It is of considerable symbolic significance that this 
should be done under a Nixon Administration pledged to revive the 
fountains of social energy whose energy distinguishes the free from 
the statis society.

P e o p l e who 
h a v e recovered 
from a heart at- 
t a c k and have 
i pain around the 
Dr. Coleman heart which ra- 
d i a t e s to the 
s h o u l d e r and the arm fre­ 
quently complain of more pain 
with exertion or exercise. An­ 
gina pectoris is the cry of the 
heart begging for a little more 
rest. Since the blood supply to 
the heart muscle may have 
been diminished by a coronary 
heart attack, any physical ef­ 
fort may draw some bl ood 
away from the heart and cause 
the pain you describe. 
A heavy meal will draw ad­ 
ditional blood to the stomach. 
Walking against the wind in 
extreme cold will draw blood 
to the lungs. Walking rapidly 
draws more blood to the mus­ 
cles of the feet. All of these 
and other activities may sap a 
small amount of blood from 
the h e a r t and produce the 
symptoms you describe. 
The wintertime is not any 
more dangerous. It simply is 
a period to be respected be­ 
cause the cold may impose an 
additional burden on the heart. 
There now are a number of 
excellent battery heated masks 
whi c h, when worn over the 
mouth and the nose, can re­ 
duce the strain caused by cold 
winds.

When a person is in com­ 
plete health, can there be dis­ 
ease - producing germs in the 
inouth ? 
Miss K. R., Virginia 
Dear Miss R.: 
If a culture were taken of 
the mouth of every human be­ 
ing in perfectly normal health, 
a wide variety of germs w’ould 
be found. Some would be ca­ 


pable of producing severe in­ 
fections. others would be in­ 
nocuous. There would also be 
fungi of many kinds. All of 
these germs live in harmony 
and do not cause trouble until 
the body resistance is mark­ 
edly lowered or a new germ 
is introduced. Then some of 
t h e s e germs may increase 
their activity and produce in­ 
fection. 
The fungus that is normally 
found in the mouth is kept in 
control by the bacteria that is 
present. It might be interest­ 
ing to know that when anti­ 
biotics are used in candy loz­ 
enges, the bacteria-fungus bal­ 
ance is changed and often a 
diffuse fungus infection occurs. 
This sometimes h a p p e n s in 
particularly sensitive p e o p l e 
when antibiotics are taken- 
the effect showing in the in­ 
testinal tract and in the va­ 
ginal tract. The w'onders of 
antibiotics are great, but they 
must not be promiscuously 
overused.

Here ta another example. 
About1 'ten: years ago a .group of enterprising, businessmen met in 
Indianapolis (no, not, to found the John Birch Society > to' meditate 
'the problem so many Americana going tocnllege now face: how to 
get that extra little bit of money that can make' the difference 
between staying ta college', and .having to leave ■college. They 'drew 
upa plan, .and the United,'Student Aid Funds, Inc.. wan founded. 
The idea was. to achieve ,a tripartite arrangement 'between a 
student.. his local hank, and the college, ft worked as follows: a 
college would deposit one one thousand, 'dollars cor1 more* with the' 
United Student Aid Funds In turn, the USAF would guarantee 
'twelve thousand five hundred dollars" worth (or proportionately 
larger sum» of student, loans, Thus 'the' college would call in its 
poorest students, tell them: the nam rof the subscriber bank nearest 
to' when* they lived, and induce raid banks to lend money at a, lower 
interest rate than the commercial rate, in. return for a. guarantee' 
'that the bank, would, be repaid... raid guarantee being .made by 11» 
USAF which pledged, to keep a reserve (eight per cent) in cash or 
marketable securities 
After graduation, students, begin to repay the money 'they owe, in. 
monthly payments^ with simple interest. Before long the 'program 
began to swing. Ten thousand, banks, responding to' (he inherent 
cogency of 'the idea, and driven by 'the administrative talento of 
USAF’s 'president, Allan D. Marshall, former officer of 'General 
Dynamics, subscribed, 'The rate' of deadbeats, was never high 
'enough to endanger the stability of the program, and by last year, 
an, extraordinary total of two hundred and fifty million, dollars in 
student credit had. 'been made available to over 1:50,000 students,. 
Along came Uncle Sam with its great big club foot. The Higher 
Education Act of 1%5< was 'passed, and provided for guaranteed, 
loans to students who didn't get. aid from, the USAF'. However, the 
government’s, guaranteed, loan provisions, were in every respect 
more attractive to' everybody, for the simple reason that they 
'dim.inated .everyone's sacrifice. The student — who didn’t, need to 
■prove 1»' needied the loan — was not. asked to pay any interest 
whatever for the period he spent in college or in the military. The 
banks were authorized to go ahead and charge a. substantially 
higher Ínteres,! rate, and. in addition received an interest subsidy.. 
And the college»' were told they needn’t, put up any of the seed, 
money. 
The result — as would have been predicted by anyone since 
Gresham — was to turn the banks, the colleges,, and the students 
over to' the new program, for 'the moat obvious reasons. Indeed.,, a 
member of the Congressional Committee, surveying the wreckage 
few ought on. by the 1965 Act, observed, after listening to tes.tim.ony 
'describing the government program, “ I would like to say ,,. 1 think 
any kid that does not apply for such, a guaranteed loan is not. smart, 
enough to 'be in college.” 
Yes, the Act also eliminated the needs, test for any student, whose' 
parents have an income of less, than fifteen thousand dollars, per 
year, causing, students of middle class families suddenly to realize 
that there was available to 'them, whether they needed, it or not, a 
■nice pool of interest-free1 money. Everyone is .catching on, including 
'the participa!mg states: so much so that by the end of last year, two 
and one quarter billion dollars of guaranteed loans were out­ 
standing. M:r. Marshall estima ted in his testimony that if only one 
third of the .student population goes on to 'borrow one thousand 
dollars par year over the next four years, 'there will 'be', towards the 
end, of the decade, $23 billion in outstanding loans, or about one 
quarter1 of the total consumer credit.. Annual interest cost to the 
taxpayer: over one billion dollars., 
'Very simple reforms by Congress, could put the program, back 
where' a few civic-minded and ingenious men had it only a few 
years ago. It is of considerable symbolic significance that this 
should, be done under a. Nixon Administration pledged, to revive the 
fountains of social energy whose energy distinguishes 'the free from 
the stalls society.

WASHINGTON — One of the 


most 
important 
parts of 


President 
Nixon's 
crime 


legislation is that dealing with 
"preventive detention" where 
certain persons accused of 
violent crimes may be kept in 
jail until their trial. 


This is necessary because a 


large percentage of all crimes 
are committed by persons who 
are free awaiting trial for other 
crimes. But there are some 
groups—mostly of the liberal- 
Democratic hue -— who are 
fighting this legislation.
